ONE VIEW 


City Councilman Hubert 
“Red'’ Call was paid $258,000 
[ by IGC, the Albany Hill devel- 
oper, for a little over an acre of 
his land. The deal resulted from 
IGC's offer last November to 


set aside $600,000 for purchase

At a special council meeting 
last Aug. 21, the council accept- 
ed the land from IGC—1.1 acres 
purchased from Call plus 2.1 
acres obtained by the developer 
from Albany Hill Associates. 
These 3.2 acres, along with 2 
acres already granted by IGC, 
form the basis of Albany’s new 
hilltop park. 

At that same meeting, the 
council finally gave its approv- 
al to a tract map originally sub- 
mitted by IGC in mid-July, but 
repeatedly tabled on motions by 
Call. 

Call's acre rises at a steep an- 
gle from Taft S.reet near the 
intersection of Hillside. Charac- 
terized by one architect as “un- 
buildable” because it is ‘“‘prac- 


- tically vertical,” the acre’s use 


as a park is questionable, since 
it protrudes as a narrow appen- 


dage away from the rest of the 
"donated : ‘ 


land. 

The land was bought by Call 
two other nearby 
parcels in 1970 for $58,000. The 
assessors office says the acre 
is worth $47,200. 
The price per acre paid to Call 
($234,000) was considerably 
more than the $162,000 per acre 
paid by IGC to Albany Hill As- 
sociates for their 2.1 acres. 

IGC officials, however, feel 
that the price was fair. The 
land, according to them, could 
Support a 90 unit high rise 


| which, at $3,000 per unit yields 


a value of $270,000. Why this 


same formula was not applied 


to the Albany Hill Associates 
land was not explained. 

Call’s was not the only avail- 
able land on the hilltop. Golden 
Gate Development Corporation 
Owns a heavily wooded parcel 
facing the bay which includes 
the dirt path running up to the

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ANOTHER VIEW 


The Albany Hill property, re- 
cently sold to Interstate Gener- 
al Development Corp. by Al- 
bany City Councilman Hubert 
Call, was zoned for high-rise 
construction in the early 1960's, 
When the assessment district 
Was formed for strets, sewers, 
water, etc., in connection with 
a proposed 26-story hotel com- 
plex, which failed to material- 
ize. 

Councilman Call purchased 
the property purely for specula- 
tion, and has been paying tax- 
es, interest and assessments on 
it, with no income—only outgo. 
An Albany ‘businessman and 
taxpayer, the Councilman has 
lived in the City for the past 30 
years, and has investments in 
other Albany properties, includ- 
ing the home he and his wife, 
Ruth, occupy on Albany Hill. 
His two children are also Al- 
bany residents and _ property 
owners.

Order Christmas 
Stamps By Mail 


With the Christmas mailing 
rush drawing near, Berkeley-Al- 
bany Postmaster William Woll- 
man is reminding local resi- 
dents that they may purchase 
their stamps by mail. 

“Stamps by Mail” order 
forms, which include self-ad- 
dressed return envelopes, are 
available from any post office. 
Customers pay no postage to 
send in their stamp orders, or 
to receive their stamps. A small 
service charge covers the cost 
of the two-way postage and 
fuarentees the customer 
against loss in transit. 

Customers merely check off 
the order, or orders, they wish 
— catagories range from $1.85 
to $8.40—then enclose their per- 
sonal check, mail the order en- 
velope and receive their stamps 


by mail from the post office.

Taxpayer’s 
Cost... 


On November 6, 1973 the vot- 
ers of Albany will be asked to 
approve a bond proposal in the 
amount of $1,620,000 to replace 
remaining earthquake unsafe 
school buildings. This is $1,170,- 
000 less than the bond proposal 
in the past June election. Why 
the difference? The State of 
California has set up a special 


fund to assist School Districts 
with earthquake unsafe build- 
ings. The Albany Unified 
School District already thas a 
State loan to finance the con- 
struction of Marin School. Re- 
payments for this loan are 17% 
cents per $100 Assessed Value 
(A.V.). This State loan will be 
increased by $1,313,000. Al 
though the amount of the State 
loan will be increased, the rate 
if 17% cents will NOT increase 
because this is the maximum 
that the State can charge the 
Albany Unified School District. 
Presently, the Albany Taxpayer 
is paying 20 cents per $100 A.V., 
a so-called, “earthquake” tax. 
This will be discontinued and, 
instead, we will pay the above 
17% cents per $100 A.V. Again, 
you will see NO increase in the 
tax rate because of the sizeable 
increase of the STATE LOAN. 
This increase will be used to 
buy 5% acres of the Gill Tract 
and finance approximately half 
of the construction cost of our 
proposed 6th through 8th grade 
school on that site. These partic- 
ular State funds are earmarked 
for improvements of earth- 
quake unsafe school buildings 
and, if we let this opportunity 
pass us by, the money will go 
to another luckier School Dis- 
trict. 


Let us now. go back to the No- 
vember 6th Bond Proposal This 
bond will pay for the demolition 
of the unsafe classrooms on the 
Cornell School site, the con- 
sq@ruction of additional class- 
rooms on that site and partial 
financing “of “the 6-8 -grade- 
school on the Gill Tract site. 
How much will this cost the av- 
erage home owner? The maxi- 
mum interest rate is set at 7 
percent. At this interest rate, 
the tax rate would be 43.4 cents 
per $100 A.V. For example, a 
homeowner who has property 
with a fair market value of $25,- 
000 would pay a maximum of 
$1.63 per month. This amount 
will decrease slightly each sub- 
sequent year. 


There are other aspects to be 
considered. The construction 
program has been reduced to in- 
clude replacement of earth- 
quake unsafe buildings only. 
There is no guarantee that this 
very advantageous Earthquake 
State Loan will be available be- 
yond this year. Further, the 
option to purchase the Gill 
Tract from the University of 
California ends in December. 
Please, also keep in mind that 
construction costs are still ris- 
ing and, therefore, any delay 
will be more costly. These are 
a few of the reasons why we 
have to pass Measure A. The 
price is right. Let us act now 
and take advantage of this op- 
portunity to get Albany’s chil- 
dren back to a normal school 
program in safe buildings!

The letter men- 
tioned other subjects such as 
sports and t.v. shows. It wasn’t 
designated as a “will” by the 
maker, Yet it qualified as a 
legal statement of how Sam’s 
estate was to be distributed, 

Printing may not be an in- 
corporated part of the will. 
Embossed stationery is not a 
part of the will. Neither is 
printing of an advertisement 
at the bottom or back of the 
paper, But years ago, someone 
wrote a will on a piece of ho- 
tel stationery. There were 
printed numbers, ‘19_...... ” The 
maker wrote “January 10,” be- 
fore the numbers, and then 
wrote in the figures “10” fol- 
lowing the “19.”

man Call's property was arrived 
at after much negotiation and 
was based on the fact that the 
property was zoned R3-HC, the 
highest multiple zoning in Al- 
bany, allowing for construction 
of 90 units on the site. These 
negotiations came after the de- 
veloper had voluntarily agreed 
to donate Hilltop property to 
the City for a park. The agree- 
ment finalized during court 
hearings, resulting from a law- 
suit filed against the City and 
the developer by ‘Friends of 
Albany Hill," and at their in- 
sistence that the property at the 
top of the Hil] be left undevel- 
oped, 

This group, and many others, 
had long objected to the idea 
of any high-rise construction on 
the top of the Hill, and had at 
one time suggested that the 
City purchase the properties to 
prevent this from happening. 
However, the City could not see 
its way clear to purchase the 
properties because of their high 
value. 

Since the negotiations were 
among private parties (IGDC, 
Councilman Call and Albany 
Hill Associates—David Rust and 
Wallace Runswick), and since 
no public money was involved, 
there was no reason for the ne- 
gotiations to be held publicly, as 
has been suggested by Herbert 
Rubin. However, if IGDC had 
not been able to reach an agree- 
ment with the property owners, 
the properties in question would 
have had to be acquired via 
“condemnation procedure.”’ The 
amounts paid, as a result o 
this action could have been con- 
siderably more and, because of 
crowded court calendars, could 
haves possibly tied up the devel- 
opment for some time. 

Other property in the Albany 
Hill area, without the views o 
those recently sold, has gone 
for as high as $5,000 per uni 
(based on the amount of units 


Which could be constructed), 
with the average $4,000 per 
unit, for example, while Call's 


property sold for less than $3,- 
000 pe. ‘unit. James Wilson, 
chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors for Interstate General, said 
that, considering the views 
from the properties in question, 
they were worth even more 
than was paid. With condomin- 
iuira and cluster developments 
so popular now, it is the possi- 
ble number of units the proper- 
ty will take that counts, he

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Timely Lessons For Our | 
Young Area Bicyclists 


By JOHN T. FORD, 
Albany Police Dept. 
Bicycle Detail 

Probably the most important 
traffic signal is the 
“stop and go” light. Most often 
it is referred to by auto drivers 


as a “stop 
light.” 

I am refer: 
ving to the 
traffie signals 
you see at our 
main street 


corners, with a 
red light at the top, an amber 
light in the middle, and a green 
light at the bottom. I call this 
the most important signal be- 
cause when the light facing you 
is RED, the light controlling 
traffic in the opposite direction 
is GREEN, and if you go 
through the red light you are 
almost certain to find yourself 
in a very dangerous position. 


What do these lights mean? 
When the RED light on the sig- 
nal is lit, it means that all 
drivers, no matter what type of 
vehicle they are driving, MUST 
come to a COMPLETE STOP 
and wait until the signal 
changes to GREEN before go- 
ing through the intersection. 
When a driver goes through a 
RED light, whether by accident 
or on purpose, he is endanger- 
ing his own life and the lives 
of many others around him! 

If a police officer sees a driv- 
er go through a RED light he 
will issue him a citation, and 
the driver will probably have 


to pay a stiff fine. Always re- 
member the RED light means 


STOP. When you ride your bike 
you must always pay attention! 

The AMBER light is a warn- 
ing — indicating the light is 
ready to change to RED. If you 
are approaching a GREEN light 
and it suddenly turns AMBER

you must stop. The only time 
you may go through an AM- 
BER light is when it changes 
from GREEN to AMBER after 
you have already started 
through the intersection. NEV- 
ER CONTINUE THROUGH AN 
INTERSECTION WHEN. THE 
AMBER LIGHT IS ON. You 
may only go through the inter- 
section when the GREEN light 
is on. 

The GREEN light means you 
may proceed through the inter- 
section without hestitation 
BUT, not without caution! Al 
ways be alert and keep watch- 
ing in both directions to see 
that no one is coming through 
even though the light is RED. 
You must always be alert to 
what everyone around you is 
doing, for your own safety. 

Some electric “stop and go” 
lights have a GREEN ARROW 
pointing left. This means you 
may proceed, if you want to 
make a left turn, as the traffic 
coming towards you will be 
held back as long as _ the 
GREEN ARROW is on. HOW- 
EVER, when a signal has four 
lights—RED, AMBER, GREEN 
and a GREEN ARROW, you 
MUST wait for the green arrow 
to make a left turn. 


QUESTIONS 
Yes 
A RED LIGHT 
means you MUST al- 


ways stop, without 
exception. — —— 
An AMBER light 


means you may pro- 
ceed only if you have 


already entered the 
intersection. _ 
The GREEN light 


means you may pro- 
ceed, but you should 
still look in both di- 
rections to be sure no 
vehicle has gone 
through a red light. 

Being ‘“‘in the right” 
is not as important as 
being safe and avoid- 
ing an accident. 

If there is a GREEN 
ARROW in the traf- 
fic signal, this means 
you may make a 
LEFT TURN only 
while it is on! 

A person on a bicycle 


must obey electric 
traffic signals the 


same as anyone driv- 
ing any other type of 
vehicle.
